THE leader of Ashford council has 
warned the town will be “very stu¬ 
pid” if it does not take advantage of 
the new high-speed rail service to 
London. 

Cllr Paul Clokie was speaking on Monday as 
the full timetable was introduced by rail oper¬ 
ator Southeastern. It will mean two high¬ 
speed services will run every hour until mid¬ 
night from Ashford International. 

Cllr Clokie said: “I’m glad this day has final¬ 
ly arrived. The town will be would be very stu¬ 
pid to miss this chance to reach new heights of 
which we could never have dreamed. 

“If we don’t take this opportunity, Ashford 
will remain a small town with people wanting 
to live somewhere else.” 

In the run-up to the launch contractors 
worked hard to complete improvements to the 
domestic station entrance. Evergreens have 
been planted in the car park and there is a cof¬ 
fee bar selling hot snacks. 

Nina Peak, partnership manager for stake¬ 
holders in the project, said: “These improve¬ 
ments fit in with the Kent Transport Plan. 

“People now say the domestic entrance 
matches the international side. There are 
more facilities, it’s a lot less cramped and we’ve 
installed extra cycle racks.” 

The town’s ambitious growth plans will 
depend on the service not only attracting new 
people, but quality jobs. 

Ashford council chief executive John 
Bunnett said: “This is the culmination of a lot

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Funding to help 
Citzens Advice 
Bureau relocate

THE council has agreed 
to help fund moving the 
town’s Citizens Advice 
Bureau from Seabrook 
House in Norwood Street to 
the Lower High Street. 

The cost of the transforming the 
shop, which used to house the Kent 
Careers Centre, is estimated to be 
about £60,000. 

At the meeting of the executive last 
week the council agreed to enter into 
a three-year funding package with 
the CAB. 

The voluntary group has been in 
Ashford for 68 years and first 
approached the council two years ago 
to see if a new site could be found. 

It says its present premises have 
become dilapidated and the landlords 
will not make the improvements need¬ 
ed in the present economic climate. 

It now has six months left on its 
current lease. 

Last year the CAB in Ashford saw 
a 30 per cent increase in demand 
for its services. With rising levels of 
debt and redundancy more people 
are turning to it for help. 

The CAB receives most of its fund¬ 
ing from the council and the Legal 
Services Commission. Until now the 
service was funded annually but the 
council wants to fund it over three 
years. In the first year it will grant 
£125,000 for the centre to run its 
services. 

The money for converting the 
building will come from Grant Area

Funding and the CAB group will be 
required to sub let the top floor to 
help fund the running costs. 

The council says that it is happy to 
fund the move. 

Cllr Michael Claughton said: “I wel¬ 
come the introduction of a Service 
Level Agreement which I believe will 
be both advantageous and productive 
and has been needed for a while. 

“I am also pleased to know that 
the relocation to 22 High Street is 
progressing. 

“Modem shop-front premises in 
such a central location will be a ben¬ 
efit to CAB and to their clients.” 

Long term the CAB may move its 
offices to the new Gateway Plus 
building that is due to be built at the 
site of the libraiy in Church Street.

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Race track revamp in 
bid to find new champ

ASPIRING young racing drivers 
will soon be able to hone their 
motorsport skills at a revamped 
karting venue. 

Lydd Raceway, near Ashford, is set for an 
overhaul, having been bought by Daytona 
Motorsport who are one of the nation’s most 
famous karting firms. The company owns cir¬ 
cuits in Milton Keynes, Sandown Park, Surrey 
and Manchester and they intend to invest in 
the Lydd circuit to establish it as one of the best 
in the country. 

The 1,250-metre circuit is a renowned driv¬ 
ers’ track and the new owners intend to keep 
the layout, but improve the facilities in a bid to 
attract both racers and amateurs to karting. 
They are also planning to add floodlights at the 
circuit to enable night racing. 

The county already boasts a wide range of 
motorsport facilities, with Buckmore Park lead¬ 
ing the line at grassroots level. A host of famous 
faces began their careers at the circuit near 
Chatham, including Formula One champions 
Jenson Button and Lewis Hamilton. 

However, Jim Graham, director of Daytona, 
believes the county will benefit from having 
another top-level karting venue and is hoping 
Lydd can one day produce a household name of 
the future. 

He said: “Obviously we don’t want to go 
directly up against Buckmore Park and offer 
exactly the same schemes as they do, but we 
would like to run alongside them. We know Bill 


Sisley well and he has done a great job at 
Buckmore. 

“Drivers don’t just want to drive one circuit 
all the time, and we can offer another exciting 
track for drivers to compete and learn their 
skills. In the future we hope some people will 
drive past Buckmore to come to us, but it is 
early days yet. 

“We are hoping to revamp the circuit by 
investing heavily into the venture. We hope it 
will not only attract racers, but the general 


public too. One day we would like to help pro¬ 
duce a Formula One champion of the future.” 

A number of karting championships have 
already expressed an interest in racing at the 
venue next year, while Lydd’s new owners have 
also confirmed they will be running the popular 
Let’s Go Karting scheme, aimed at attracting 
children as young as eight into the sport. 

The redevelopment of Lydd Raceway is 
expected to be completed in time for the cir¬ 
cuit’s launch in March. 


M20 closed after 
four-car collision

Residents in

A PETITION has been presented 
to the council about the lack of 
decent public transport service at 
the Brisley Farm Estate near 
Kingsnorth. 

At a recent meeting of the full 
council, Mrs Halliday, who fives in 
the area, complained that the 
estate had been neglected com¬ 
pared to other newer estates that 
had been built nearby. 

She also argued that residents 
felt that they lived in one of the 
most deprived areas of the bor¬ 
ough, with only one post box, three 
dog bins and one children’s play 
park. 

Brisley Farm has no school, no 
shops, no doctor’s surgery and no 
community hall. 

She said a bus service was need¬ 
ed so that people could commute to 
the station and it would be safer for 
teenagers who currently had to 
walk long distances at night if they 
had been out in town. 

The residents want the new A- 
Line bus service to be extended 
from Stanhope. 

The council said the matter 
would be referred to Kent Highway 
Services, who have responsibility 
for public transport.

Warden backs 
£L3m plan for 
arts aft church 


PLANS to turn St Mary’s Church 
into a performance space have 
been defended by the church war¬ 
den. 

Robert Blount says he is confident the pro¬ 
posals will get the final green light from 
church authorities. 

He said: “St Mary’s is a thriving church and 
has had an excellent arts programme over 
many years. If the plan is granted, the fabric of 
the church will be enhanced, at the same time 
as increasing the public benefit of the building 
by providing a resource for the community in 
the form of an exciting arts venue.” 

Building work to churches not only has to be 
passed by the local council’s planning commit¬ 
tee, but also has to go through the Church of 
England’s own planning process known as the 
Care of Churches and Ecclesiastical 
Jurisdiction Measure. 

This means the plans will go before a judge 
known as the Commissary General who will 
examine the pros and cons of the application. 

The project at St Mary’s includes creating a 
flexible space in the nave for worship, art, dis¬ 
plays, meetings and performances. It is likely

to cost more than £1.3 million, with most of 
the money coming from Ashford’s Growth 
Area Funding. 

Mr Blount says the plans have received wide 
support from the public. 

He said: “We have received many messages 
of support for the proposals, and more than 
150 people have joined a Facebook group sup¬ 
porting the plans. The proposals have been 
approved by the Diocesan Advisory 
Committee, Ashford council and English 
Heritage and we are optimistic that we will 
gain permission to proceed with the works.” 

But the plans have been condemned by some 
churchgoers. 

A concerted campaign against the proposals 
was launched by Christopher Cooper, who 
says the changes will change the character of 
the church, and the Victorian Society recently 
criticised the plans, saying they could damage 
the fabric of a nationally-important building. 

Mr Cooper told Yourashford: “I have little 
doubt that the campaign of bullying, lies, 
deceit and manipulation which has been 
woven by a small group of people at the

Church, a small group at the council and a 
small group within the diocese will be clearly 
exposed when the Commissary General reads 
the evidence.” 

The idea of using churches for alternative 
uses such as post offices and performances, as 
well as prayer is being promoted by the 
Church of England, which sees it as a way of 
maintaining the property. 

A spokesman for the Canterbury Diocese 
said: “The reordering of St Mary’s Church, will 
see badly-needed improvements and repair 
work carried out on the building .” 

The final decision from the Commissioner 
General is expected soon. 



Boy racers banned from zone 


BOY racers who have been causing havoc for 
people living close to the Stour Centre by rac¬ 
ing their cars in the car park will be excluded 
from the area. 

Police, along with Ashford council, have put a 
dispersal order in place meaning the drivers 
will be moved on if they create a nuisance. 

Police Sgt Steve Gamble said: “We have 
received reports of unbearable noise and anti¬ 
social behavior caused by youths who congre¬ 
gate with their cars in the car park and use the 
area as a race track. 


“The dispersal area will allow police officers 
to disperse groups responsible for anti-social 
behavior and ban them from the area for up to 
24 hours. 

‘Youths attending the area for legitimate 
reasons have nothing to fear and they may 
continue to use the area as long as they are 
responsible.” 

The dispersal area includes the Stour 
Centre, its car parks and green areas including 
North Park, Tesco Express off Mace Lane and 
adjacent car parking area.

HOUSING and recycling have 
been highlighted as areas where 
the council needs to do better. 

The assessment comes after the Audit 
Commission launched its Oneplace website, 
which allows people to see their council’s per¬ 
formance online. 

Ashford received an ‘adequate’ rating on 
the scale, which meant it was judged to be 
fulfilling the minimum requirements. 

The independent survey was carried out 
between April and June this year, so people 
can see how well their council is performing. 

It said Ashford had fallen behind its new 
homes target and things did not look likely to 
improve until after the recession. 

The figures show 109 homes had been built 
since the start of the year, but the council was 
still well behind its overall target. 

The commission praised council efforts to 
keep momentum going on the building pro¬ 
gramme, such as attracting more 
Government money for affordable homes. 

When it came to dealing with waste the 
report said the council needed to do much 
more to help the environment. It criticised 
recycling rates as being some of the lowest in 
the county and said that residents were still 
producing too much rubbish at 687kg each 
per year. 

People also felt there was not enough 
entertainment in the town and said the 
council’s financial resources were stretched, 
meaning it had little room to invest in new 
services. 

However, despite the relatively low rating 
on the website, the report pointed to many 
positive aspects about the town. 

It said that people were happy living in 
Ashford. The council was efficient and good 
at dealing with people’s enquiries and good 
at attracting investment to the area. 

Leader of Ashford council, Paul Clokie said: 
“The assessment highlights our many 
strengths and this year’s independent Place 
Survey told us that more than 84 per cent of 
residents are satisfied or very satisfied with 
the area as a place to live, but this does not 
make us complacent. 

“We recognise there are areas where there 
is room for improvement and are reviewing 
what we do and how we do them.

“Improvements are already under way in 
some areas, but given the uncertainty in the 
economy, the upcoming general election and 
the prospect for less support for public sector 
finances in the future, it’s a challenging pic¬ 
ture.” 


'Warrior for homeless' remembered 


A WOMAN described as an “Amazon warrior” for the 
homeless has been remembered by her colleagues at 
the charity Porchlight. 

Staff at Simon Meade House, the charity’s hostel in 
Ashford, planted a tree and a plaque in the garden 
remembering Ness Powney. 

Ness, 51, who died suddenly last year, began as a 
support worker in 2002 with the charity. 

Bev Russell, colleague and close friend, said: “We 
called Ness our Amazon warrior as she was always 
advocating for her service users’ rights. She will be 
sadly missed, but we will keep her memory alive.” 

Ms Powney worked with people in their own homes 
to address issues affecting their housing security. 

She also wrote staff training guidelines, studied for 
housing qualifications and was a staff rep.

At the planning meeting Peter Aves, chair 
of governors at the school, said it also needed 
extra facilities to cope with higher demand 
for places at the successful school. 

Residents objected, saying the original pro¬ 
posals had included designs for five homes. 

The planning committee said the designs 
were out of scale with the area and the appli¬ 
cation would have to be remade with a max¬ 
imum of eight homes on the site. 

Train drivers' strike threat 

TRAIN drivers at Southern Railway, which 
runs services from Ashford to Brighton, are 
to strike in a row over bank holiday pay. 

Union Aslef said hundreds of its members 
at the firm would walk out on Monday, 
December 28, because the firm had refused 
to pay drivers extra on that day. 

Southern Railway bosses said they were 
"extremely disappointed". 

A spokesman for the train company said it 
were working hard to avoid the strike and 
had complied with terms and conditions 
agreed with the union.

MONDAY saw the introduction of 
the full high-speed rail service to 
London for Kent. 

The 140mph Hitatchi Javelin trains will all 
terminate at St Pancras. 

To mark the launch on Monday Dame Kelly 
Holmes travelled Rochester with transport 
minister Lord Adonis. The Olympic gold 
medallist has had one of the trains named 
after her. 

Some towns like Ashford see the new service 
as vital to their economic and growth plans. 
The new service means commuters can travel 
to the capital in 37 minutes from the town. 
Recent improvements have been made to the 


station in time for launch and the trains will 
be serviced at a new depot built in the town. 

Ashford council leader Paul Clokie said: “I 
am glad that this day has finally arrived. This 
means we will be able to take Ashford forward 
to new heights.” 

However, some towns have lost out in the 
timetable shake up. Maidstone commuters 
will now only be able to travel to London 
Victoria using the old mainline services. 

The high-speed service also comes at a price 
with commuters having to pay a premium. For 
example, a peak time return from Ashford will 
cost £48.70, about eight pounds more than the 
standard fare. 

But the new timetable will mean an extra 200 
trains will be running across the region and 
capacity will increase by five per cent. 

Transport Secretary, Andrew Adonis said: 
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ON TRACK: The full high-speed timetable is now in operation, bringing a long-promised revolution in transport to the 
county and - it is hoped - many economic benefits in its slipstream 


“These fantastic new services, made possible 
by the Government's investment in this 
£5.8bn high speed new line, are changing the 


transport map of Kent. Journey times have 
shrunk dramatically, bringing regeneration 
and new opportunities for investment.” 


Bullet trains to shake up the timetable 



KENT stations will benefit from 
between three and 12 morning 
rush-hour services with the 
arrival of High Speed 1. 

The introduction of the 140mph 
bullet trains has contributed to 
one of the biggest timetable 
shake-ups in more than 40 
years, with more than 150 stops 
scheduled every day between 
7am and 10am. 

As one of the service’s main 
hubs, Ebbsfleet will receive 12 trains 
during that period while there will 
be six at each of Medway’s five 
stations as well as at Gravesend, 
Sittingboume, Faversham, Margate 
and Broadstairs. 

The new Southeastern 
timetable - which includes nor¬ 
mal mainline services - will pro¬ 
vide passengers with more than 
200 extra trains per day and 
boost capacity by five per cent. 

However, HS1 fares will 
increase by about £8 per journey 
to pay for the technology, adding 
about £730 to annual season tick¬ 
et prices. For example, a return 
ticket from Ashford on HS1 will 
cost £48.70 compared with £40.60 


on the mainline, and an annual 
season ticket will cost £4,536 com¬ 
pared with £3,780. Regular com¬ 
muters are being advised to visit 
www.southeastemrailway.co.uk to 
see how the changes affect them. 

Managing director Charles 
Horton said: “We’ve worked hard 
over the years with stakeholders 
to be able to get to this point and 
this new timetable is very impor¬ 
tant for Kent. 

“It will provide more choice for 


passengers, see the full introduc¬ 
tion of high-speed services and 
help us continue to improve per¬ 
formance levels. 

“The majority of passengers will 
see an improvement in services, 
but as with all timetables compro¬ 
mises have had to be made and 
not everyone will be satisfied. 
However, once we’ve introduced 
the timetable we will monitor 
services closely and work with the 
Department for Transport to 


make any adjustments which are 
necessary.” 

Ramsgate, Canterbury West, 
Ashford, Dover and the two 
Folkestone stations will each 
receive five morning rush-hour 
services per day, while there will 
be three at Whitstable, Heme Bay 
and Birchington. Maidstone has 
been left off the high-speed map 
altogether, but KCC has revealed 
plans to build a new station in the 
county town and link it to HS1.

How long have you been associated with the school? 


A I joined the school as head in September 
2005 with the mission of making it one of the 
top, coeducational schools in the UK and I’m 
pleased to say we are well on our way, with an 
excellent inspection report in 2009. 


Q 


Can you tell us a bit about its history? 


A Founded in 1898, the school is now a thriv¬ 
ing, selective, coeducational, HMC day and 
boarding school for boys and girls from three 
months to 18 years. Through World War Two 
the school was evacuated to Devon and after its 
return to East Hill, it went through a period of 
growth and development. In 1998, the School 
joined the United Church Schools Trust - a 
group of 11 eminent independent schools 
spread across England.

The 
power of a good education to lift young people’s 
aspirations and achievements is significant 
and it is shameful that so many young people 
still don’t have this opportunity. Having been a 
beneficiary of a great education, it was natural 
that I should become a teacher and a head. 

Q What do you think is unique about what you offer the 
students? 

A Two very different things; firstly, we have a 
superb record of getting our youngsters 
into the best universities in the world to study 
courses ranging from medicine at Cambridge 
to film production at Bournemouth. Secondly, 
we provide an adventurous education which 
builds confidence and equips the pupils with 
the personal skills of teamwork and independ¬ 
ence as well as values such as perseverance 
and resilience. At Ashford School, pupils are 
expected to work hard, go to university and 
change the world - and they do. 

Q You are currently expanding the Prep School in Great 
Chart. What will this mean for the school? 

A The facilities are superb: 18 new class¬ 
rooms of the highest quality, a new dining 
hall, a new theatre and reception, new play¬ 
ground space and 25 acres of playing fields. 
These are all in addition to the existing facili¬ 
ties and provide an excellent environment for 


young children to learn in safety and comfort. 
The demand for places at the school is already 
high and growing. 

Q Your school often works with students from other 
schools in the town. Do you think cooperation between 
the private and state sector should be encouraged more? 

A Children respond to challenge and we pro¬ 
vide a great deal of it at Ashford School for 
our own pupils and those from the locality and 
beyond. We welcome this and will look to build 
on the work we already do, such as music mas¬ 
ter classes, sports events, community use of 
the school facilities or providing an education 
for vulnerable children who cannot find a 
place at a maintained school. We provide bur¬ 
saries for a significant number of pupils to 
enable them to attend Ashford School.

Did you know much about Ashford before you came? 


A We have lived in Ashford since we moved 
from London in 2005 and have watched the 
town grow and develop. Previously, I had visit¬ 
ed Ashford to go to Templar Barracks but that 
was many years ago. It’s changed a great deal. 

Q lf you had not been a teacher what other career path 
might you have chosen and why? 

A I set out to be a civil engineer and was one 
step away from joining the Army. I enjoy 
leading people and helping others to succeed, 
so teaching was an obvious choice for me.

Driver admits causing 
pedestrians' deaths 

A SLOVAKIAN man who killed two pedestri¬ 
ans in Ashford has admitted to two charges of 
death by dangerous driving. 

Stefan Stanko, 24, pleaded 
guilty at Maidstone Crown 
Court on Wednesday. 

He killed Brian Moon, 

67, and Denise Head, 49, 
and injured three others 
on September 27 as they 
made their way along 
Beaver Road after spend¬ 
ing the night at Ashford DEATH DRIVER: 

SoridChT 1 Sp0rts and StefanStanko 

Stanko, from Gravesend, had been staying 
with his brother in Ashford when he borrowed 
his Silver Nissan Primera. 

He also admitted drinking with excess alco¬ 
hol in his bloodstream and failing to stop after 
an accident. 

Residents talked of the scene of devastation 
after the crash. 

Danny Oliphant lived in a house where 
Stanko smashed the car into a front garden 
wall before careering down the road and hit¬ 
ting the pedestrians. 

He said: 'We rushed out after we heard a 
massive thud. We tried to give people on the 
ground first aid until the ambulance came. It 
was awful.” 

One of the others injured in the accident was 
a 12-year-old girl, thought to be a student at 
the Towers school, her auntie Julie Scorah and 
another woman Phyllis Wanstall. 

Mother-o f-three, Denise Head had worked 
at the William Harvey Hospital. Her niece 
Paige at the time of the accident said: “She was 
a lovely woman. The family are still in shock.” 

Stanko was warned by the judge he faces a 
long term in jail. Sentencing has been post¬ 
poned until January 13, while the judge con¬ 
siders a report on the case.

Global warming seems to mean more rain, so where's the sense in charging us for water meters supposed to help us save? 



I doubt people in Cockermouth 
think we need to save water 


SURELY someone needs a bit of a 
slap for choosing this week to tell 
us we are all going to have to pay 
for water meters in our homes... 
even though global warming is set 
to bring more rain. 

You could be forgiven for being a bit confused 
over plans by the Government to cut water use 
at home with meters costing £200 each. 

I’m sure even the people of Cockermouth 
could find it in themselves to chuckle over the 
thought we don’t have enough rain. 

Here in Kent we’ve ‘suffered’ more than 
most with hosepipe bans and alleged short¬ 
ages for years. 

But this week meters were revealed as the 
way to meet Government consumption targets, 
down from 148 to 130 litres a day by 2030. 

Why bother? Water addicts will shower in 
service stations, wash their car at filling sta¬ 
tions and drink more water at work. It’s 
impossible to monitor individuals. Will we visit 


people’s homes and they’ll tell us not to flush? 
Will they ask us to ‘go’ before we visit? 

Anyone who has bought a house built in the 
past ten years will already have a meter and, 
let’s be honest, it’s no big deal. 

So long as there are houses without them, 
then water bosses have to charge similar figures 
for metered and un-metered homes because 
people talk - though they are not necessarily the 
sort of people I’d invite around for dinner. 

So the meter is not a big concern. But being 
charged £200 to have it fitted is very wrong. 

It is of course another money-making scam 
to pay for investment in old Victorian infra¬ 
structure that has been ignored since privati¬ 
sation. 

And it’s being dressed up as encouraging us 
to ‘save water’, even though the climate 
change worriers tell us there’s going to be 
loads more rain across northern Europe. 

Civil servant Anna Walker led the new 
study, which concludes charging you for what 
is used, will force us all to save. 

Nonsense it’ll just mean rich folk can bathe 


whenever they want to and the poor will be 
even more smelly. 

And it came as no surprise that the 
Environment Agency agrees. 

Its spokesman trotted out the tired line that 
almost half of us in the UK live in areas where 
there is less water per person than in Spain or 
Morocco. 

It’s a statistic that means nothing but the 
Environment Agency insists on using it. Spain 
can expect more rain too if the climate worri¬ 
ers are right, so, the Agency will continue trot¬ 
ting out the same useless phrase. 

As the great and good - 15,000 of them - 
assemble in Copenhagen to talk about global 
warming, to argue about who’s telling the truth 
and who isn’t, and no doubt tie themselves in 
knots, I don’t think anyone will be stupid 
enough to say water shortages in the UK will 
be a part of man’s destruction of our planet. 

Only this Government, forgetful of water 
company profligacy towards top bosses and 
shareholders over the past two decades, would 
dare to suggest that.

Cornish comedian Jethro knows just how far he 
can go if he wants to hang on to his audience 




START the New Year with 
some big belly laughs as 
Cornish comic Jethro 
returns to Kent. 

Despite only appearing on televi¬ 
sion a handful of times during his 
long career, the wag from the West 
Country has performed live to more 
than three million people and is 
familiar to UK comedy fans. 

Once the rigours of Christmas are 
over, give yourself something to look 
forward to by booking a ticket to see 
this consummate professional in 
action. 

This hard-working entertainer is 
continuously on tour and feels the 
need to work almost incessantly, but 
his efforts have won him countless 
fans and an unrelenting demand for 
tickets to his live shows.

It took many years of working on 
the club circuit during the 70s and 
80s before Jethro finally hit the big 
time. His hugely successful appear¬ 
ances on the Des O’Connor Tonight 
show won him legions of fans, includ¬ 
ing many older people, which is quite 
surprising given the near-the-knuck- 
le nature of much of his material. 

Speaking to KOS Media in 2007, 
Jethro said he believed his strong fol¬ 
lowing among the older generation 
was down to his comic judgement. 

“There are some things I don’t 


touch, like religion, because it’s not 
funny and I don’t need to,” he said. 

“There’s a line that I don’t cross. I’m 
probably the biggest draw for old 
ladies in England. I’m too blue really, 
though they think I’m just accept¬ 
able. They’re a bit dubious at first, 
but when they realise I won’t go any 


further, they love it. It’s lovely to see 
old ladies laugh.”

Red tape 'likely to put 
landlords off renting' 

LANDLORD Assist is complaining that 
landlords are likely to be facing more red 
tape that could increase costs and deter 
entrants to the private rental market. 

According to the tenant arrears and 
eviction specialist, regulations for social 
housing landlords are likely to find their 
way into the private rental sector. 

Measures recently announced by the 
Tenant Services Authority, due to come 
into force in April, propose a greater 
emphasis on the relationship between 
landlords and their tenants at a local 
level. 

The changes aim to encourage tenants 
to influence and monitor the services 
they receive and social landlords could 
face large fines or lose their property 
management rights for failing to comply. 

Housing minister John Healey is hope¬ 
ful that the legislation will mean repairs 
are right first time, anti-social behaviour 
is reduced and tenants have a proper say 
in the management of their properties. 

However Landlord Assist managing 
director, Graham Kinnear, is concerned 
that if extended to the private rental sec¬ 
tor, the added bureaucracy could deter 
entrants to the market. 

He explained: “Rafts of policy and leg¬ 
islation, which require the landlord to do 
even more than currently required are, 
in our view, unnecessary and may well 
discourage landlords from entering the 
market, thereby reducing the choice and 
quality of accommodation available.” 

Re-mortgaging down 
in buy-to-let market 

THE number of people choosing to 
remortgage their buy-to-let property is 
at a two-year low, according to figures. 

Paragon Mortgages' Financial Adviser 
Confidence Tracker Index revealed only 
39 per cent of home loan activity in the 
buy-to-let sector was for remortgages in 
the third quarter of this year. 

This is compared to property purchas¬ 
es in the same period, where 48 per cent 
of landlords took out a mortgage in order 
to expand their portfolios in preparation 
for an economic recovery. 

John Heron, managing director of 
Paragon Mortgages, explained why 
landlords are not remortgaging. 

“They can’t because of the low number 
of mortgages available and there is little 
incentive to do so because the reversion 
rates when coming off an introductory 
deal are so attractive,” he said.

NO Use Empty, the initiative help¬ 
ing to bring empty properties in 
Kent back into use, has approved a 
further £1 million worth of inter¬ 
est-free loans this month. 

A partnership between Kent County Council 
and district councils, No Use Empty has been 
combating the ongoing problem of empty 
housing, issuing £2.5 million worth of interest- 
free loans to date. 

The problem of empty housing is particular¬ 
ly important at a time when the current eco¬ 
nomic climate makes it very difficult for people 
to borrow money. 

This new batch of loans will benefit bor¬ 
oughs all over the county, some of whom have 
recently joined the scheme. 

In Thanet, several new loans have been 
awarded, including £175,000 in Cliftonville for 
a property which was originally part of The 
Landmark Hotel. 

A loan for £135,000 has been awarded to 
another property in Cliftonville which dates 
back to the 1800s, and is currently being con¬ 
verted into eight self-contained two-bedroom 
apartments. 

In Ramsgate, two flats at Granville House, a 
former hotel on Victoria Parade, have been 
awarded £50,000. 

Another property benefiting from the 
scheme in Ramsgate, to the tune of £25,000, is 
a two-storey mid-terrace house with a base¬ 
ment dating back to the1850s. 

In Dover, a £50,000 loan has been awarded 
to Stour Valley Estates Ltd. 

The Greyhound Pub, which has been empty 
since 2007 and is within the conservation 


UK RESIDENTIAL property rents are expect¬ 
ed to increase in the New Year as the number 
of homes coming on to the market falls for the 
first time since January 2008. 

According to a new survey, the recent pick¬ 
up in the property market seems to have led to 
drop-off in the number of rental properties, 
particularly houses, being made available and 
as a result, surveyor optimism has increased. 

Some 22 per cent of surveyors now expect 
rents to rise rather than fall in the next three 
months, says the latest RICS Lettings Survey. 

The drop-off in supply is the main driver for 
the more positive sentiment, with new instruc¬ 
tions reaching their lowest level since the sur¬ 
vey began in 1998.

Only four per cent of chartered surveyors are 
still reporting falling rather than rising rents, 
indicating the downward pressure on rents is 
already starting to ease. 

Significantly, London and the North are 
already seeing the majority of surveyors 
reporting price rises over the past three 
months. 

Demand for rental property is still rising, as 
16 per cent more surveyors saw activity pick 
up over the past three months, with demand 
for houses particularly strong in London. 

“It seems the current upward trend in the 
housing market is having a significant effect 
on the lettings market, with many of the acci¬ 
dental landlords returning to the sales market

to take advantage of the recent price increas¬ 
es,” said RICS spokesman Jeremy Leaf. 

“As a result the recent oversupply is revers¬ 
ing, with new instructions at the lowest levels 
we have ever seen. 

“This of course is impacting on prices, and 
tenants no longer have as strong a bargaining 
power as they did,” he added. 

The report’s findings are echoed by a survey 
from Rightmove, the UK’s number one proper¬ 
ty website for lettings, that shows more than a 
third of people who will rent a property over 
the next 12 months expect prices in the rental 
market to increase. 

Just seven per cent of renters think that 
prices will fall.

Barham makes the 
cut in South Africa 

BENN Barham made a good start to the 
new golf season by making the cut at the 
Alfred Dunhill Championship in South 
Africa last weekend. 

An excellent start saw the 33-year-old 
challenge near the top of the leaderboard 
at Leopard Creek. Despite a hiccup in 
round three he finished strongly on 
Sunday to claim a share of 51st position. 

The Tenterden golfer lost his European 
Tour card at the end of the last season but 
finished high enough on the Order of 
Merit to still be eligible for some of the 
events. The Dunhill Championship, 
which marked the start of the 2010 sea¬ 
son, was one such competition and 
Barham seized the opportunity. 

In Thursday’s first round he started in 
style with five birdies on the first nine 
holes which set him up for a four-under- 
par round of 68. It gave him a share of 
14th place overnight and although he 
failed to hit the same heights on Friday, a 
73 was good enough to see him comfort¬ 
ably make the cut. 

A five-over-par 77 in the penultimate 
round saw him plummet down the 
leaderboard but a 70 on Sunday undid 
some of the damage as he finished level 
par for the tournament. 

The 51st position brought prize money 
of about £4,000 - more than Barham 
earned from his first seven tournaments 
last season. 

It put him joint 38th on the fledgling 
Order of Merit, although he will fall this 
week after he decided not to enter the 
South African Open Championship, which 
begins tomorrow.

Sittingbourne 40 Ashford 0 

ASHFORD’S lightweight pack 
proved their Achilles heel as they 
were outmuscled up front by 
Sittingbourne on Saturday. 

The game was relatively even in open play 
but Ashford’s young forwards struggled in the 
scrum, which paved the way for the hosts to run 
in six unanswered tries. It was the second time 
in as many weeks Ashford had conceded 40 
points after going down to Kent 1 leaders 
Dartfordians in their previous outing. 

Skipper Pete Walsh felt the emphatic score¬ 
line was harsh on his side. 

He said: ‘When you look at the score it looks 


like they outplayed us, but I felt the boys didn’t 
deserve the beating they got. They put in so 
much heart and determination, but it all came 
down to the weight we’re missing in the for¬ 
wards. 

‘We have so many youngsters, which is great, 
but we’re up against teams with very experi¬ 
enced forwards who can sometimes be ten stone 
heavier. Sittingbourne played to it and every 
penalty they got they went for a scrum instead 
of kicking.” 

The home side started well and quickly 
pinned Ashford back on their own line. The 
visitors held out well but the power of Bourne’s 
forwards eventually told and Paul Prett 
crashed over from close range, converted by 
Mark Penny. 

The pressure continued and following a five- 
metre scrum Ashford infringed and a penalty 
try was awarded. The visitors might have 
crumbled but they responded well and were 
only denied a try by some last-ditch tackling 
before half-time. 


The second-half started similar to the first, 
with Bourne quickly in to their stride. A strong 
run from Rob McNamara set up an early attack 
which was eventually finished by Scott Truss. 

A fourth try quickly followed to all but seal 
the result. Kev Ford took a quick tap penalty 
and spread the ball to Sam Catlin to dive over. 
Penny added the extras to make it 26-0. Roo 
Nanson and Catlin added further scores late on 
to add a flourish to the scoreline. 

The defeat left Ashford ninth in Kent 1 ahead 
of this weekend’s trip to third-placed 
Cranbrook. Walsh is optimistic the return of 
Dave Connell in the pack will make a difference 
and is hoping for a repeat of last year’s success 
against the Cranes. 

He said: “Dave’s one of our most experienced 
props and having him come in will help sta¬ 
bilise everything. Last year we were in the 
same situation but went to Cranbrook in the 
last game before Christmas and won, which 
gave everyone a lift and we went unbeaten at 
home for the rest of the season.”

ASHFORD Town slipped further 
into the Ryman South relegation 
mire with disappointing defeat at 
Leatherhead.

Lovell vows to save
